SMOKE STACKS MAY REPLACE TREES 


West Enders who have been expressing the fear that our 
district is a “one-crop” area could well look at the figures 
just released by the bureau of census, The figures cover the 
period from 1939 to 1947. 

According to these figures. King Citrus is tottering on his 
throne while Industry and allied workers are gaining a foot- 
hold in the county and paticularly in the West End. 

Ontario even topped San Bernardino in the number of 
factories locating in the two cities during the period from 1939 
to 1947, 

The number of plants in Ontario jumped from 14 to 31 
during the decade while San Bernardino doubled its factories. 

More significant of course is the number of workers and 
their paychecks brought into the community. Ten years ago, 
according to the bureau of census, there were 592 industrial 
workers in Ontario. In 1947. that number has grown to, 1,944. 
Today it is even larger. 

The total value of manufacture two years ago was $11 
million compared to $2,700,000 10 years ago. 

A look at the county picture for the same period of time 
reveals a very substantial industrial growth, 

The number of industrial establishments in the county 
increased from 113 in 1939 to 256 in 1947. But more important, 
the industries brought $75 million into the county in 1947 
compared to $14 million in 1939. 

.The.greatest number of plants. 48 in number. were in the 
stone, clay, and glass products industries, The printing and 
publishing industries were second with 30 new plants. 

It must be remembered that the report covers the period 
from 1939 to 1947. 

The growth of industry in the county and the West End 
during the past three years has been sizeable. 

Expansion at Fontana has brought many new workers 
into the area. And with that expansion has come the small 
allied shops. 

If the “Big Freezes” ever prove to be the undoing of the 
citrus crops, industry must take up the slack. 

The 1947 figures released by the census bureau are no- 
thing to become smug over. - 

Industry is still a long way from taking over. In its ‘Present 
stage it probably couldn't take in the economic slack, 

But it can help. 

And it can grow. 

But it needs help to grow.

Review Plans 
For Freeway 


City Manager Harold J. Martin 
yesterday reviewed plans for the 
Ramona Freeway. The prelimin- 
ary plans feature a depressed 
right-of-way through most of the 
West End with traffic inter 
changes at Campus, Euclid and 
Central avenues. 

Designed for speed there will 
be no intereference from cross 
traffic and no slow downs or 
stops along the freeway. A clover 
leaf design is planned for the 
existing grade crossing at Archi- 
bald avenue. 

Joining existing Highway 99 at 
Archibald avenue, the new route 
continues northwesterly to the in- 
tersection of G street and Vine- 
yard avenue, then northwest to 
the intersection of San Bernardino 
road (Fourth street) and Comet 
avenue. It. continues northwest to 
cross Grove avenue midway be- 
tween Princeton and Fifth streets 
and to cross Sixth street midway 
between Cucamonga and Campus 
avenues. The route then curves to 
parallel: the Ontario-Upland boun- 
dary, crossing Campus avenue 
just south of the cities’ boundary. 

The freeway route is located en- 
tirely on the north side of the 
Ontario-Upland boundary as it 
nasses the Edison: school and con- 
tinues this course to a point about 
600 feet West of Benson avenue.

RIVERSIDE (UP)—The coun- 
ty board of supervisors, deluged 
with protests against a four-day 
siege of orchard smudging, yes- 
terday called..a hearing.for Janu- 
ary 31 to set up an air pollution 
control district. 

The district, similar to the one 
designed to curb smog in Los An- 
geles County, can be set up by 
the supervisors if the need seems 
apparent. 

A rental association, real es- 
tate men an a citizens commit- 
tee protested at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the supervisors against the 
smudging which followed last 
week’s record cold temperatures. 
Old-timers said the pall of smoke 
which hung over the city was the 
heaviest ever. The complainants 
want citrus growers to replace 
their smudge pots with a new 
smokeless type or with wind ma- 
chines.

Jones, skipper of the Arrow 
which was shelled and set afire

ship. 


Crinkley said that the Brook- 
lyn Heights, another Isbrandtsen 
freighter, will leave for Commu- 
nist-held Shanghai by Saturday 
in spite of the attack on the 
Arrow. The 1,000-ton Heights 
presently is scheduled to depart 
Wednesday but indications are 
that departure will be delayed 
because of the slowness of load- 
ing operations. 

Fires started by the Nationalist 
shelling had been put out after 
a three-hour fight with the aid 
of the British sloop Black Swan. 
But in another radio message 
Jones reported that his ship has 
four-inch shell holes close to the 
water line and added: 

“Also fear possibility of fire 
breaking out again.” 

Jones was carrying a $100,000,- 
O00cargo including inflammable 
cotton and jute and explosive 
chemicals from Hong Kong for 
Shanghai. Aboard his ship — so 
far safe — are his crew of 43 and 
12 passengers.

Persons eligible for benefits un- 
der the War Claims Act of 1948 
include military personnel who 
were prisoners of war in any 
theater in World War II, and 
certain American civilians who 
were interned by the Japanese on 
or after December 7, 1941. Sur- 
vivors may be eligible for the 
benefit, in case of the death of a 
prisoner of war or civilian in- 
ternee.

receive $1 for each day of im- 
prisonment on which the enemy 
failed to provide adequate food.

Approve Plan 
To Tap Hudson 


NEW YORK (UP) — The board 
of estimate approved a plan yes- 
terday to ease New York’s criti- 
cal water shortage by taking 
100,000,000 gallons day from 
the Hudson river. 

But this partial solution to the 
shortage may depend on how far 
salt water from the Atlantic 
ocean extends up the river. The 
city of Poughkeepsie, about 80 
miles up the river, is afraid that 
if New York takes water from 
the Hudson, salt water will go 
further up the river and enter 
its water intakes.

High Court Refuses fo Rule on Crime News 


WASHINGTON (UP) 
Supreme Court yesterday refused 
to rule on Baltimore’s famed 
“freedom of: the press” issue and 
left intact a Maryland appeals 
court decision which killed a city 
rule regulating the publication or 
broadcast of crime news. 


The appgals court last June 
reversed the conviction of three 
Baltimore radio stations and a 
newscaster who broadcast details 
of the alleged confession of the 
slayer of an 11-year-old girl. They 
had been charged with prejudicing 
the accused’s right to a fair trial. 

The supreme court emphasized 
that its refusal to intervene in no 
way constituted a ruling on the 
merits of the appeals court de- 
cision or on the Baltimore rule 
itself.

In another far-reaching case, 
the tribunal held that the East 
Ohio Gas co., Cleveland, is sub- 
ject to federal regulation even 
though it operates wholly within 
one state. In a 5 to 2 decision, 
the court found that the company 
transported gas which had moved 
ih interstate commerce. 

The government regards the 
case as a guide for some 43 simi- 
lar suits, either pending or to 
be filed. 

In the Baltimore case, the court 
went to the unusual length of 
issuing an opinion, written by 
Justice Felix Frankfurter, which 
explained that its refusal to hear 
the case did not “remotely imply 
approval or disapproval” of the 
appeals court action. 

The Baltimore regulation ban- 


ned publication of the details of 
a crime until after the accused 
person had been tried. 

In handing down its decision, 
the appeals court said: 

“The mere fact of arrest, or 
indictment, implies that the po- 
lice believe the accused to be 
guilty, or that the grand jury has 
found a prima facie case. Knowl- 
edge that the public authorities 
are active may have a tendency 
to allay public excitement and 
fear so often magnified by word 
of mouth.” 

Frankfurter noted that’ the 
case dealt with “some of the basic 
problems of a democratic society”, 
with safeguards for freedom of 
the press on one hand, and the 
fair administration of criminal 
justice on the other,

How To fae 
Good Sheets 


“My, they look nice! That’s 
what many women will say about 
the linens in the January White 
Sales. But will they know how 
to tell a good sheet, for instance, 
from a bad one? Some will, ac- 
cording to the American Insti- 
tute of Laundering, research and 
education center for the laundry 
industry, but for those who won’t 
they offer the following tips: 

Hold that bargain sheet up to 
the light. The vertical and hori- 
zontal threads shculd be of the 
|Same thickness—evenly woven— 
in straight lines down and across. 
The yarn itself should be even 
and not thick and thin in spots. 
And do look out for weak spots, 
knots, and slubs. They'll wear out 
first. 

Steer clear of excess sizing. 
Test a new sheet by rubbing it 
together over a dark surface. If 
a powdery substance filters cut, 
|the sheet is over-sized to cover 
up loose weaving. Heavily sized 
sheets will be sleazy and loosely 
woven after the first laundering. 

Overcome the temptation to buy 
low-priced sheets which are 
shorter-than-average in size, for 
|tugging by a long-limbed sleeper 
will soon wear them out. And 
that’s poor economy.
